Section 1. Section 216.15, subsection 3, paragraph a, Code
10 2005, is amended to read as follows:

11 a. After the filing of a verified complaint, a true copy
12 shall be served within twent¥ days by—<ertified—mait on the

13 person against whom the complaint is filed. 1f the first

14 named respondent on a complaint is not a governmental entity,
15 service of a true copy on the respondent shall be by certified
16 mail. An authorized member of the commission staff shall make
17 a prompt investigation and shall issue a recommendation to an
18 administrative law judge employed either by the commission_or
19 by the division of administrative hearings created by section
20 10A.801, who shall then issue a determination of probable

21 cause or no probable cause.

22 Sec. 2. Section 216.15, subsection 3, paragraph c, Code

23 2005, is amended to read as follows:

24 c. |If the administrative law gudge concurs with the

25 investigating official that probable cause exists regarding

26 the allegations of the complaint, the staff of the commission
27 shall promptly endeavor to eliminate the discriminatory or

28 unfair practice by conference, conciliation, and persuasion.

29 If the administrative law judge finds that no probable cause
30 exists, the administrative law judge shall issue a final order
31 dismissing the complaint and shall promptly mail a copy to the
32 complainant and to the respondent iFi H. A
33 finding of probable cause shall not be introduced into
34 evidence in an action brought under section 216.16.

10. If, upon taking into consideration all of the evidence

3 at a hearing, the commission finds that a respondent has not

4 engaged_in any such discriminatozy or unfair practice, the
